This capped all. Bligh had done

Bligh and his men, after ondaring'a 

deal of Buffering in their boat, 

both from lack of provisions and 

other causes, at lasi reached England.

They then 
sailed for Touhouai. where those who 
were noi concerned in the null iny and 

a few who look part in it remained, 
and the rest sailed in the Bounty and 

were not heard of for year.-. i I 
course Euglarfd sent a ship to find 
I hem, hul she only found some of 
I hose that remained at Touhouai 
who were brought to England and 
tried.

Those that remain on 
folk Island are gradually learning to

Institution, the Columbia Institu- 
tion and the Maryland School all 
have over 2,000 volumes, while sev- 
eral others have over 1,000.

lions do not suffer from want of 
books. When a pupil is smart enough 
to read profitably and understanding^ 
such books as are found in the great 
i rican Colleges, he has passed be 
yond the Standard maintained by 
deaf mutes institution graduates. \ :

libraries " Catesby '' mentions, would
